HER FEUDATORY TRIBES.

The Troubles that are Constantly
Brewing—The Kirghiz Rebellion
and What it Involves—An
Interesting Sketch.

The tronhles between the Ruzslan Government
and Its fendatory tribes are apparently never (o
evd. The latest phase of these troubles is the
rebelllon of the Kirghiz tribes on the Caspian
8en.  The following acconnt of these tribes and
their rebellion, from the Londou Telegraph, will
be found interesting: —

“These Kirghiz tribes, or more expeily the
legser horde of the Kirghiz<Kaizaks, have for
many years roved at will in the browd plains bhe-
tween the rivers Ural and Ishim—in the suminer
being near the Oronburg Hne, and In the wlnt}-_r
further south, in the Ust-Urt, and near the Syr-
Darya. They are exclusively n nomadic and
pilufnrul lu-uf;h-. Until the nst _\'r:u‘_!huxr reline
tions to Russin consisted In the paymieut of o
venrly tribute of one and a hall Ir-nrlnfus for ench
kibitha or but, and In an obligntion to Inrni:-?_x nt
n fixed price eamels for the nrmy and ntturr Gov-
ernment trains which crossed the steppes.

o' Their internal government was entirely In tho
hands of the Sultans, or rich a istocratic portion
of the tribes, the governmeut appointing three
of them as riling Sultang, under the direction of
4 governor stationed af l'n:n_‘ulr:. wlio tur. :}l't:
past few years hns been General 1’-:1|1||-n"x'k.
formerly ambassador to China,  Their laws were
thelr own. The aristocracy were content with
thisfarrangement.  They adopted sqge ol the
refinements of Kuropean civilization, Bullt them-
gelves houses in the steppe in which they passed
the winter, and ruled the people in the ordinary
despotie, Aslatic way, exicling a tribute four
times greater than that fixed by the government,
The wovernment remembering the completo
success which had attended the conversion ol
the Bashkirs from o nomadic to an :u:rl-»_ullur.ll
people, pnwilling to bear any longer with th-:
misrule of the Saltans, and urged by the Moscow
Gazette and men of the Hberat party, resolved o
give another organization to the steppes, .‘l:-!
prepare the way for better things. A '-i"'=_|gll
commisgsion wus therefore estublished to investi-
gate the affairs of the Kirghizes, and to prepare
a new svstem of government. 5

“This project wns finished Inst winter, andd
was of o very democratic nisture. The steppe ol
the Orenburg Kirghizes was divided i[ltn two

yrovinees, and cach provines into districts, vo-
L:st-. and auls oy villages, ‘The free movemaont
of the Kirghizes throngh the steppe was thus
gsomewhat restricted, special permwigsions from
the chief of the district being necessary Lo piss
from one volost to another. Justice was 1o be
administered by judges elected by the Kirghizes
themselves, though without the conenrrence of
the higher aristocracy, on the hasis of local cus-
toms. The religious legislative power has never
exlsted In the steppe, and the Kirghizes are thus
free from any rellgious influence coming from

the Central Asiatic Khanates, The religion s
under the direction of the Grand Multl, living at
Uta; but the Mullahs nre chosen by the people,
with the approval of the Government. Theonly
control exercised over the religion wis that no
mogque could be constructed without permis-
sion,

“The new project, which was on the whole o
good plan for the civilization of an inferior ree
somewhat resembling the North American In
dians, was brought to Orenburg during the
winter, and o Committee of Organization wns
appointed to introduce the reform.  This com-
mittee included men of all clusses, #ome nac-
quainted with the steppe and 18 afules, and
others knowing them well; buy among them
were, unfortunately, =evernl Cossacks of the
Ural, between whom and the Kirghizes oxists o
virulent feud, partly ancient nnd inherited, and
]mrl.l_\' arising from their recent dispute lor the

¢ft bank of the Ural river, In which the Cosz-
gacks were victorious.

¢‘The Committee of Oreanizntion went. in the
winter, to the most distant parts of the steppe,
where the Kirghizes then were, and returned
with favorable reports, Suddenly, towards
sf*rim:. people wero startled with the news that
there were commotions in the steppe, but it wis
thounght that they were disturbiances ereated by
a few Individuals, and would passoff of them-
gelves. Boan, however, news wis recelved by
every post, that the Kirghizes were sending
their famnilics and herds into the Ust-Urt steppe,
and were forming bands to act agalnst the
Russians.

_Attacks were made on varions points; that of
Emba was fortunately relieved in time, but at
Goryatehef the garrison were Kkilled.  Fears
were entertained for the safaty of the Hetzk salt
works, and ut Orenburg many people regrettod
the destructlon of the ancient wall, The post
route from Orenburg to Tachkent was blockaded,
the horses were stolen, and the stations de-
stroyed. All of the tribes were in revolt except
the Turkalsky district and the Tehiklinsky
tribe in the Irghiceky distriet, which latter was
1'uu|m;'n|(]g-.|__1..\- n pardoned brigand and rebel on
condition of continued fidelity to the crown.
]l-ll.[lllil_lll‘:. were then seot into the steppe in
various directions, but they generally m‘wmru
without oppesition: meanwhile the Kirghiz
lm:::l‘.-' are scouring the steppe somewhere ¢lse.

 The Cossacks, wlio, from their hatred to the

Kirghizes, enter into active service with grent
readivess and delight, wish to moke an expedi-
tion into the Ust-Urt, capture the cattle, and
burn the wuls; but this seems to the Government
to be too barl arons. It is, however, the tbh'l_\‘
true remedy, Colonel Stempel, with two hun-
dred Cossacks and two cannon, was sent ont to
protect the fair beld on the rlver Ui, When lie
reached there he wus surrounded by o force of
twenty thousand mounted Kirghizes, There
Wl no water in the cawp, and ten brave Cos-
sucks whio tried to pass the lines and give in-
formation to the nearcst gnrrison were killed;
anh offlcer who attempted the same thing, dis-
t‘{l}l"--l s o Kirghiz, shared the same fate,
Finally they resolved to cut their way through,
und guccceded with small loss in reaching Kal-
mykovikuya, on the Ural, Of the 20,000 Kir-
ghizos, not 1500 were armed with firearms,

THE PHILADELPHIA FORGERIES,

Henring of the \:f"u‘::-a‘:'!l‘r::ﬂr Judge MeCunn,
From thie New York Times of this morning:
In the matter of Martin l.‘-l:angl, charged with
forgery of city warrants of the city of Phlladel-
phia, the prisoner was yesterdny brought before
Judge MeCnnn on a writ of habeas corpus. M,
Blunt, in his return to the writ, read the com-
mitment nnd the following aflidavit on which iv

is based:—

' Carllele K. Willits, being duly sworn, deposcs
and says:—Martin Leland, here present, came to
the place of business of J. E. Ridgway, ut No,
57 South Third street, in the clty of Philadel-
vhin, and bought n ety warrant of the city of
‘hiladelphin, Highway Department issue, drawn
o the order of Abraham KRuth, for the sum of
08505, That two hours afterwards two forgeod
warrnnts were sold which were an exuet copy
of the warrant sold to the sald Leland, one to

Bioren & CUo., and the other to Pearson
& Thuron, who are brokers, doing business
in the city of Philadelphin, Deponent s

further informed and believes that the said
Martin Leland uttered and published as truc one
of said fnlse, forged, and counterfeit warrnnts to
Peargon & Thuron, with the intent to cheat and
defrand them. Deponent further says that said
Martin Leland is now a fugitive fromt justice
from the city of Philadelphia on the above-mon-
tioned charge of forgery, and deponent, there-
fore, prays that said Martin Leland may be held
to awalt n requisition from the Governor of the
State of Pennsylvania upon the Governor of that
State on the charge of forgery.

Mr. Howe, counsel for the prisoner, then took
the attidavit, and rereading it to the Court, ar-
gued that it was not admissible before the Court,
beeanse not regolarly authentiented: that even
taking the affidavit a8 admissible [t nevertheless
does not show facts suflicient to constitute a
erime.,

The affidavit sets forth, he sald, that on a cer-
tain doy the nccused bought a eity warrant of
the city of Philadelphia for a certain amount,
and because two hours afterwards, two forged
wirrants of the same amonnt were negotinted, it
1; argued that this prisoner must have forged
them.

Clearly these are not facts sufficient to connect
him with the crime, and especially when even
these facts are sworn to only on information and
belief. On these grounds he therefore asked that
the prisoner be discharged.

Judge McCunn, in reply to some statements
made by Mr. Blunt as to the requisition heing
already on its way from Philade&phln, auld he
would decide the case according to the facts be-
fore him, but would reserve hig decision until 10
u'clock this morning.

42 unueseseed voters only, 8 of whom wore produacsd
by the respondents to ncconnt for themselves, The
Kepublican inspector oifered to oballenge, but he
was told by the rougha ontside that if he did not
stop challenging he woullt be punched. This Inti-
midated him, and he made no more ckallenges.
The Judge, who Kept the window book, wis too
busy vouching to attend to the hook. There
were only two naturalization papers produced,
When o man had no such papers, and could say

In regard this division, it was testified by & woman
that on election day she saw some twenty-five or
81X men In an alley running off Barclay street, and
were talking over an asscssment llst: they were
calling out *Gilve me In ns a baker,” “Give me in as
a tailor,” “Me a8 a stoue-cutter,” ete., but none
would be laborers, for they were dressed tos nicely,
Slips were accordingly torn off and distributed
among them, and then they changed hats and went

down Market street, aplil then witness saw  these
men vote andl challenged them, bt
a stranger vouched for them; he  called

on the Lleutenant of Police who was stattoned there
to arrest them, which e declined to do, One wit-
ness was the husbana of the woman who discovered
this plot, and was then & pollceman. e being in-
formed of the matter, huarried of to the poll and
demanded that these men ghould be challengod ; aod
for this service his rewand was a discharge from the
force on the very next day. This ocourred during
the Inst three hours of the eleotion, aud feft it fnipos-
sihle o say that there was really anything honest
done there daring the duy,

The Sixth Division of the Seventeenth Ward.

In thisdivision the Republican Return lnspector
went to the poll and sald too the Democratic election
oMcers, “1 have brouglt a clerk with me,” and they
ndd, “We will not have that clerk, he does not live
in the division; go out and gét another:” while he
was ont looking for a clerk the poll was opened, and
votes received in the absence of the Republican
oMeers, in violatlon of the Act of Assembly ; In Octo-
her the vote in this division was 458 for Fox: in
November it had grown te 674 for the Seymour
electors,

The Seventh Dl\l\lf_:mof the Seventeonth

This being afsmall division, the voting was light.
On the list of taxables were 887 names marked as
havimg voted, and on the list of volers were 445
names, showing that 100 persons voted who were
not upon the assessment list,  The election was con-
ducted very loosely here, and but few challenges or
demmands for vouchers were made.

The Fourth Divislon of the Twenty-fifth Ward.

The charge against this division was that no ex-
amination of voters was made and no proaf of quali-
neations taken, There were ffty-one votes of un-
pEsessed persong taken. But two oaths were ad-
niinistered, and John Penn, who held the Republicnan
window-book, attempted twice to vote aud was
driven nway.

The Sixteenth Division of the Twentieth Ward,

The complaint in this division 18 that the count
of votes was false count, 61 too many for the Mayor,
and a surplus for the others on thet ticket, showing,
wmong other acts, that 51 votes (o Mvor of Meduen,
Clty Commissioner, were left out,

In the Seventh and Twelfth divisions of the if-
teenth ward the same thing occurred, making o dif.
ference of 100 vates that should hivve been gdaed 1o
'sndale’s count.

Heore Mr, Mann's specification of divisions endoedd,
and le then turned his ariention to the respondents
case. They compladned, he satd, of the rejection of
voters who produced certiioates of nataralization,
known a8 Snowden papers: but they had  sacoeeded
I heinging forward only thirty per=ons Who wer's s
treated. The object of this was to prove that the
ofMicers who bl this were aotaaed by corrupt mos
tives, and therefore the precinets over which they
presided should be thrown out.

But this could hasdly be done, for the law
rected that the election should e gwarded o thos
persons who recelyved the highest pumber of legal
votes, aod not to thoge for whom voles were offeroil
wnd refuscil,  The oMcers had secounted, as the
publio know, for their conduet i an inteliigent way
and even if they bad scted in bad faith the conse
guence coultl not be derious, for the whole nuimber
of sueh  rejections smounted to the lusigniticant
pnumber of thirty.

out but very slight hopes for the safety of the
two hundred or more men who have been shut
up in the earth since yesterday morning. The
esehpe  of und choke damp pre-
cludes the possibility of any further
attempt  at exploration being  made.

Until the steam fan which Is now belng set up is

finished, nothing can be done to aid thosefin the

mine or ascertin if any one is living, It is

feared (but no one dare express it) that not a

human being is now alive within the horrikle

pit. Numerons theories as to their safety or
death areadvanced. It is asserted by some that
the almost instant =uffocation of Willinms and

Jones, who went down seventy feet last night,

pronounces, bevond n doubt, the awful doom of

those who are hundreds of feet below and cut oft
from all supplies of air.

Others nssert that it the doors leading to the
prineipal avenues and chambers were shut, the
choke and fire damp could not reach them, and
no enseous matter would be generated when en-
tirely cut off from the fire. Old and practical
miners shake their heads, evidently afraid to
venture a prediction of what the lnvestigation
will bring to light.

There is now no fire In the main entrance or
shaft,

All possilile haste I8 being made in getting the
steam fan into position, It will Le ready about
3 o'clock this afternoon, perhaps sooner. Thou-
sands of people are flocking here.  The scene of
ufltiction nmong the wives and children, fathers
and mothers, sisters and brothers of those below
is heartrending in the extreme, They have
waited and watched all night, without sleep or
shelter, praying for the deliverance of those
most dear to them, ond bewalling the awful
ealamity which threatens to desolate thelr house-
holds. Operations in nelghboring mines have
cenzed, and a gloom pervades the whole com-
munity,
